The Lips of the 
Reehteons feed many: A few words 
the Woman of Samaria ſpake to 
the people, brought many to 
ſeek after Chriſt, Jobn 4. 29. 
How uſeful this our Deceaſcd

worthy Friend in all theſe re- 
{pects was, you all know, asa 
Prop and Pillar to the Family, 
to the place where he lived ; 
and by his Example and Coun- 


ſels, that ſcarce any(that con-
